the criminal code reform bill.

similar view Friday. 


Senator Lake, one of the sponsors 


of the bill who moved that it be post- 
poned indefinitely after amendments 
striking out 18 entire sections had 
been adopted, said he did not object 
to minor amendments because he real- 
ized that the measure was not per- 
fect, but that when he saw that the 
determined effort to make the bill 
worthless was succeeding he decided 
to "rescue it from further butchery." 


"It appears that a majority of the 


lawyers in the senate are more inter- 
ested in retaining the ' technicalities 
that make it possible for them to ob- 
tain acquittal or their clients easily 
than they are in reforming the crim- 
inal statues and closing up the loop- 
holes," Senator Lake said. 


"There are 20 lawyers in the senate 


and 41 in the house, approximately 
two thirds of the senators and two- 
fifths of the representatives." accord- 
ing to Mr. Wiley.
